Final Instruction Given to Jurymen 


About Three O'Clock Friday 


Afternoon. 


Tlie jurvimni in the Garfield Bohall 
murder ease reaelied a 
conclusion 
this morning and ab out nine o’eloek 
filed th *ir verdict, finding the defend­ 
ant gu’lty of murder in the second de­ 
cree and f i x i n g his penalty at life im­ 
prisonment. 
The jury was given fi­ 
nal instructions ab out 3 o’clock Fri­ 
day afternoon and entered the jury 
ro o m shortly afterwards. 
They con­ 
tinued their delib erations during the 
evening and throughout the night and 
did not return to the court room until 
they were ready to report the result 
of their findings. 
There was much interest shown in 
the verdict, and many persons re­ 
mained in the court room until late 
Friday evening hoping that the jury 
would reach an early conclusion, and 
• report b efore morning. 
Many tele­ 
phone calls were sent inquiring ab out 
the verdict. 
It is not known how the 
jury stood as none of the jurymen 
would talk ab out the m atter after j 
they were discharged b y the judge. 
When the jury failed to report late 
Friday night and were still out early 
this morning, many who were inter­ 
ested in the case, were inclined to b e­ 
lieve that they were unab le to reach 
an agreement and that they would 
a sk the judge for further instruc­ 
tions. 
No 
additional 
instructions 
were asked for, however, after the 
jury left the court room. 
Garfield Rohall, the defendant, is 
ab out twenty-nine years of age. 
fie 
shot his b rother, Thornton, last No­ 
vemb er while engaged in a little dis­ 
pute 
over 
a 
trivial 
matter. 
His 
b rothers Thornton and Joseph, were 
quarreling, 
and 
at 
the 
request 
of 
his 
mother, 
Garfield 
attem p­ 
ted to separate them. 
He carried a 
revolver with him and in some man­ 
ner 
it 
was 
discharged, the b ullet 
striking Thornton ab ove the left eye. 
The defendant declared on trial that 
the shooting was accidental, and that 
he was cleaning the pistol when called 
b y his mother, and carried it 
him, b ut not for the purpose of us­ 
ing it. 
On the last trial the state’s attor­ 
ney referred frequently to the testi­ 
mony of witnesses which was given 
on the former trial; it was shown that 
Joseph, a b rother of the defendant, 
was standing with his b ack to G ar­ 
field when the shooting occurred, and 
that he did not see the shot tired. On 
the second trial the same witnesses 
testified that Joseph 
was standing 
facing Garfield and that lie was push­ 
ed b y someone and fell against G ar­ 
field and at that instant the pistol 
was discharged. 
It is said that the attorneys for Ro­ 
hall will file a motion for ex ceptions 
and that the case will he carried to 
the supreme court. 
Thus far, how­ 
ever, no action has b een taken b y the 
defendant or his atorneys.

I Nc Cases of Diphtheria Now Report­ 


ed in Seymour. 


Dr. James H. Carter, secretary of 
j the city health b oard, report- that ail 
the diphtheria cases in the city have 
recovered and the quarantines have 
b een raised. 
At one time there were 
eighteen cases, most, of them in the 
west part of the city. 
Nearly all the 
cases, however, were very light, and 
with a few ex ceptions, none of the 
patients were regarded as b eing in a 
serious condition. 
For a time many children were not 
allowed to attend school, their par­ 
ents fearing that they might contract 
the disease, b ut now that the cases 
have all recovered the school author­ 
ities urge that all the children b e 
placed in school at once. 
Every pre­ 
caution was taken b y the trustees and 
superintendent to prevent an epidem­ 
ic, 
and 
the 
rooms in the various 
school b uildings were treated with 
disinfectants every few days. 
The health b oard is still watchful 
and will enforce a strict quarantine 
should any new cases develen which 
is not ex pected.

leaving the city and decided to evade 
the officers b y jumping on the train. 
He sprang towards the train so sud­ 
denly that the {K>lieemen had no time 
to catch him and he was soon on his 
way westward. 
By this time Ab ell was more de­ 
termined than ever to arrest his man, 
and a telephone message was sent to 
Sheriff McOsker to take Mitchell off 
the train. 
The sheriff hastened to 
the depot and had little troub le in 
finding Mitchell, who had visited the 
county jail frequently, and locked 
him up in the Brownstown jail. 
Mitchell was returned to Seymour 
thi> morning b y Sheriff McOsker and 
was arraigned upon the charge of as­ 
sault with intent. 
Ilis trial was set 
for Tuesday morning at 9 o’clock. 
The witnesses in the case were in­ 
structed to b e present at that time.
